A big change will take plaoe on the lit 
of January in the operations of thecable- 
car system in this city. On the 1st oi 
December there arrived in town * gentle­ 
man named Mr. J. C. Bobinson, who, 
armed with authority from the Chicago 
syndicate proceeded to place himself in 
the position of Superintendent of the 
lines here. He established an office at 
the car stables, on 
the corner 
of Twelfth and Olive streets, and 
at once 6et to work mapping out 
improvements both as to the internal 
workings of the lines and their accommo­ 
dations to the public. As one outcome 
of his labors, on New Year’s morning a 
new time schedule will be placed in 
operation all over tbe system. In Mr. 
Robinson’s opinion tbe three trank lines, 
that íb, the Olive street and Downey 
avenue, the Washington street and Tem­ 
ple block and the Ninth street and 
Downey avenas (better known as the 
Sixth-street line) were not running cars 
late enough to meet the requirements of 
pleasure-seekers and arrivals on late 
trains, so in future cars over those roads 
will run as follows: 
On the Washington street and Temple- 
Block line—Leaving the Washington 
street depot at 5:50 a . m , and running 
until 10:40 p . m . 
Leaving the Temble 
Block at 6 :S0 a . m . and running until 
1 1 :2 0 p . m . 
On the Olive street and Downey ave­ 
nue line—Leaving the Olive-streefc 
stables at 5:32 a . m . and running nntil 
II :22 p . m . 
Leaving the Downey-ave- 
nue bridge at 6:15 A. M. and running 
until 12:05 a . m . 
On the Ninth street and Downey ave­ 
nue line (the male line)—Leaving Ninth 
street at 5:50 a. m. and running until 
9:40 p. m . Leaving the Pritchard street 
East Los Angeles terminas at 6 a . m . and 
running until 10:10 r. m. 
On the Boyle Heights and Arcadia 
street line—Leaving the Boyle Heights 
depot at 6 a . m . and running until 10 p. 
m . Leaving Arcadia street at 6:30 a . m . 
and running until 10:30 p . m. 
On the Kuhrts street and Plaza line a 
car will leave the Plaza at 6:25 a . m ., and 
a twenty-five minute service will ran 
until 9 :20 p . m . On this line passengers 
will be transferred south. 
Under this new arrangement the car» 
are timed b o as to make the Temple 
block the central point of the system 
with all the lines radiating therefrom, and 
three cars each way wiil leave that 
point every ten minute* 
during 
the business part 
of 
i«Y' day. 
The advantages of having a car earing 
the Temple block for the Olive street 
stables at 12:25 midnight, is a boon that 
those who live along the route will 
greatly appreciate. At the present time 
the company has fifty cars in use in this 
city and those apportioned to each sec­ 
tion will he painted in distinguishing 
colors. From now on it is proposed to 
give the public a service that can be 
relied on for regularity and punctuality 
and only competent drivers ami courte­ 
ous conductors will be permitted in the 
company’» -ploy. Time cards showiog 
tbe changes will be made placed in 
every car, and will be in effect until the 
cables commence running. Mr. Robin­ 
son says that unless the weather proves 
too great a blockade, tbe cable cars will 
be in operation in three or four months, 
as the company is determined to leave 
no stone unturned until this important 
Siece of work is completed. Some more 
ig changes will take place when the 
cables start. Mr. Robinson contemplates 
putting a number of double-deck cars 
the road, that is with seats 
top, and those 
who have 
ever traveled in this manner can readily 
surmise what a treat is in etc re. The 
Buena Vista Street Line, the section on 
Daly Btreet and those thoroughfares not 
marked by the cable, but along which 
horse cars are now running, will have as 
good a service as at the present time, for 
the horses will be kept and the cars 
carried up to the cable cars and then 
attached to them. There is no doubt 
that the cable company anticipates ulti­ 
mately gaining possession of all the 
street-car lines in the city, but they 
will do nothing in the matter of 
securing them until 
they have 
disposed of the work already on hand. 
Mr. C. B. Holmes, who engineered the 
deal which transferred the cars to the 
(Jhicago syndicate, and who is .General 
manager of all the lines controlled from 
the Lake City, will be in Loe Angeles 
next month and will personally look into 
the present status of the situation. He 
has eent an able representative ahead, 
however, in Mr. Robinson, who has been 
identified with street cars since 1859, 
and who made himself famous in the 
scientific world as the man who Bucess- 
fully engineered and placed in operation 
the cable railway on Highgate Hill, 
London, the pioneer cable Tine in Great 
Britain. He has also built car lines ia 
Edinburgh and a number of other Euro­ 
pean cities, and is a gentleman of world­ 
wide experience and thoroughly prac­ 
tical in everything. 
Another new 
feature that he will introduce on the 
lines here is a system of checking the 
conductors. 
A blank form will be 
placed in a prominent position in each 
car, and on it the conductor will have to 
register the fares as he takes them. This 
system is Mr. Robison’s invention, and 
has been introduced on twenty-two 
roads with perfect satisfaction in every 
instance. It is considered a far better 
check than the bell-punch, as it permits 
of no concealment from any one in the

CARRINGTON’S CASE.

D. C. Carrington, th e m an who stabbed 
Pat Muller on the last city election day, 
was examined yesterday before Justice 
Taney. The affray took place at the 
corner of Rose and Davis streets, near a 
polling place, and grew out of a political 
discussion. 
Muller was stabbed in the 
abdomen, but th e testimony of his phy­ 
sician, which was given yesterday, went 
to show that if he had obeyed in6truc 
tions and conducted himself with reason­ 
able prudence he m ight be alive to-day. 
The Coroner’s inquest held on th e body 
of Pat Muller decided that toe was killed 
by D. C. Carrington in self-defense. 
In the examination

case, the testimony all going to show

and had finally knocked him down 
w ith a pair of’ brass knuckles. The 
only question which arose was as to the 
exact time when the stab which finally 
cost Mullen his life was adm inistered. 
The statem ent made by Ellen Kennedy 
on the witness stand was to the effect 
th at Carrington used his knife after Mul­ 
len had ceased to strike him . The de­ 
fendant himself was so confused under 
the rain of terrible blows which weie 
showered down upon him that he could 
not remember very clearly all th a t took 
place.

The District Attorney adm itted that it 
was very far from being a case of mur­ 
der, and, after some discussion, the 
Court announced th at Carrington was 
held to answer to the charge of m an­ 
slaughter on bail of $1,000.

F IR E COMMISSIONERS.

O b n o x io u s 
S to n e C r u s h e r . 
The Fire Commissioners met yester­ 
day afternoon and transacted the usual 
routine business. All the members were 
present. The fine imposed on Driver 
H arry Gray, by the old Board, for up­ 
setting his engine, was, on motion of 
Mr. K uhrts, rem itted. Mr. K uhrts stated 
that he did not like to reverse any of the 
rulings of the old Board, but as there 
was no method prescribed for collecting 
the fine and as there were extenuating 
circumstances, and further on account of 
Mr. G ray’B excellent record, be thought in 
this instance it would be proper to rem it 
the fine. 
Mr. H auley and Mayor Bryson 
expressed sim ilar views. 
Mr. Hanley 
said he did not believe in the fining sys­ 
tem anyway. 
He believed it would be 
better to punish offenders by suspending 
them in accordance with the degrew of 
the offense, and, if the fault was grave 
enough, expulsion from the force. 
The usual accounts were audited and 
bills allowed. 
Mayor Bryson suggested 
to Chief M oriarty that it would be 
cheaper to buy supplies in bulk instead 
of sm all quantities. 
The Chief con­ 
curred in this view, but stated that the 
city had no storehouse. 
The Board 
agreed that the corporation should in the 
near future build a storehouse in which 
to keep city supplies. 
A num ber of citizens appeared before 
the Board to protest against the running 
of a rock-crusher at the corner of Los 
Angeles and Winston streets. 
Com­ 
plaint was made of the great damage 
done to the adjacent property owners, 
and the annoyance caused by the dirt 
and noise. 
The crusher referred to is that of Mr. 
Porter, the street contractor, who had 
the sanction of some of the city officials 
to locate his works there temporarily, 
while paving streets in the vicinity. 
A note was read from Councilman 
H um phreys expressing the hope that the 
Board would be indulgent with Mr. Por­ 
ter for a few m onths, as street work 
would be m uch retarded by compelling 
him to look up a new location. 
The Board, however, decided that it 
was the plain duty of the Chief of the 
Fire Departm ent, under Ordinance 377, 
to order Mr. Porter to desist from crush­ 
ing rock in his present location. 
The Chief was instructed to have 
Engine No. 1 at E ast Los Angeles re­ 
paired, and have Engine No. 5 moved 
temporarily to its place. 
Charles E . Miles was recommended to 
be Assistant Chief Engineer. 
The resignation of Frank Lewis as 
driver of the Hook and Ladder Company 
was accepted and W m. W illiams was ap­ 
pointed to fill the vacancy.

Wm. Kootz was appointed to fill a va­ 
cancy in Engine Company No. 6. 
The purchase 
of 
three additional 
horses for the departm ent was recom­ 
mended and the Board adjourned.

The Consolidation Act, which has for 
so many years controlled the legislation 
and defined th e powers of the Board of 
Supervisors of San Francisco, is a m onu­ 
m ent more enduring than stone to the 
foresight, sagacity and ability of its 
author, the late H orace Hawes, for many 
sessions a representative in the Legisla­ 
ture from that city. 
W hatever scandal 
has cropped out in the governm ent of 
that city has been in despite of the plain 
meaning and intent of the Consolida­ 
tion Act. None of its provisions has done 
more to defeat bad and corrnpt measures 
than that one which requires that before 
the final passage of any ordinance it 
shall be passed to print, and published 
in 
some 
newspaper 
for 
ten days. 
The publicity thus given to the ordi­ 
nances before their passage enables every 
citizen to critically exam ine them , and 
when serious defects are discovered they 
can be am ended before it is too late. 
IxOS Angeles goes on a very different 
plan. The ordinances are not published 
until after they have been finally passed, 
so that w hatever errors they may con­ 
tain are then beyoud the reach of cure. 
The San Francisco plan is by far the 
beat, and should be naturalized in Ix>s 
Angeles. 
During the past three or four years the 
City Council has granted street railroad 
and other franchises in great numbers. 
The street railroad franchises are so 
numerous that if every one of them were 
practically carried out there would be 
very few thoroughfares in the city with 
out tracks. 
Street railroads are good 
things; but there may be too much of a 
good thing in this respect as in others 
If every ordinance had been passed to 
print before it became a law, we opine that 
tbe public eye would have detected a great 
many flaws in them that would have 
been corrected. There is a good deal of 
discussion going on now with reference 
to the ordinance just passed by the 
Council giving the Los Angeles, U tah 
and Atlantic Railroad Company certain 
city lands on the east side of tbe river 
and granting it the right-of-way through 
the city over the east bank of that 
stream. 
If the ordinance had been 
passed to print, the Council would have 
had the benefit of wider criticism of its 
provisions 
than 
it 
can 
now have. 
There 
is 
one 
point 
upon 
which 
a serious question is raised. 
W hilst 
section 13 expressly declares that any 
other company shall have the privilege 
of the joint use of its tracks through the 
city, upon certain conditions, yet this 
use is in terms confined to tracks built 
“ on tho lands granted said railroad com­ 
pany by the city.” 
The question arises 
whether this company cannot under 
theee terms shut out all other companies 
that may seek to reach here and pass 
over their road. 
True they would be 
obliged to let them use that portion of 
their 
track 
built 
over 
the lands 
granted by the city ; 
but how about 
the privilege to pass over lands not 
granted by tbe city, but belonging to the 
company ? The east side of the river is 
about the only rju te left for outside rail­ 
roads wishing to como here to reach our 
city, and we should be careful not to lock 
them out by any careless or ambiguous 
concession on our part. 
We hope that 
before Mayor Bryson signs this ordinance 
he will make careful inquiry into the 
legal effect of its wording in this and 
other respects. 
We want the U tah road 
and all other roads th a t are willing to 
come here* but we do not want to block 
any road out of our city by irremediable 
mistakes in onr ordinances. 


T h k efforts to procure consideiable ap­ 
propriations to have California repre­ 
sented both at the London and Paris ex­ 
positions are commendable, and the 
H r r a l d hopes th at the Legislature will 
make ample provision for that purpose. 
It is a fact that is difficult of explana­ 
tion, th at the people of Los Angeles have 
been very indifferent until lately of being 
properly represented either at home or 
abroad. Our display at New Orleans 
was by no means w hat it should have 
been. The newspapers in th e past have 
done the major part in advertising the 
resources of this section, and the fact 
th a t they have done their work excep­ 
tionally well by no means releases the 
rest of the community from effort. 
We 
should see to it that not only a fine rep 
resentation of onr products is made at 
both of these expositions, but that ca­ 
pable and energetic Angelefios are placed 
on the commissions. 


I t is now said that California will dot 
get. a cabinet officer simply because the 
Republicans of this State cannot unite 
on an acceptable man. 
W hat’s the m at­ 
ter with the party of Harm ony, with a 
b ig H ? Estee, DeYoung and Swift! Is 
it possible th at out of this distinguished 
trinity the g. o. p. cannot choose a name 
and stand by it? If the party does not 
wish to unite on any one of these, let it 
look in this direction. W e have got 
cabinet tim ber down here till you can’t 
rest. 
W hat’s the m atter with General 
B rierly? If the party can’t rally aronnd 
him it can’t rally aroand anybody. 
He 
knows more about Republican politics in 
a m inute than either of the San Francisco 
trinity ever dream ed of in all their lives. 


T h e phenom enal houses accorded to 
th e Em m a Abbott opera troupe since it 
cam e here shows that the people of Los 
Angeles can always be coanted apon to 
liberally patronize the theatres when 
jUtracUanf are meritorious. 


Cress to the people, while at the same 
tim e trade wonM have been vitalised and 
enterprise encouraged by the expendi­ 
tures which would have attended such a 
programme. 
Tbe advice of Mr. Tilden is just as 
itood for the Democratic party now as it 
was on the day he formulated it. It is 
just now possible that the Democracy 
may have a m ajority in the next House 
of Representatives, although it is scarcely 
probable. 
At all events, tbe margin will 
be so slight that, with 
its experi­ 
enced leaders, the Democratic party 
can 
very 
well 
hope 
to shape the 
course of legislation. If it shall recur to 
Mr. Tilden’s sagacious counsels it can 
lay the foundations for an immediate 
Democratic restoration to power. In the 
next Congressional elections it will be 
aided by the celebrated ‘‘off year,” in 
which all the resentm ents to General 
H arrison’s 
adm inistration will 
have 
leathered head. In addition, it will have 
done inestim able things for the country. 
The tim e has come when the United 
States should no loDger be at the mercy 
of even insignificant powers. 
For years 
past we have sung small on the Monroe 
doctrine because even France, Italy and 
Germany have navies far in excess of 
our own. Our m aritim e cities are at the 
mercy of auy of 
the leading Euro­ 
pean 
powers. 
Two 
years 
ago 
a 
prom inent 
officer 
in 
the 
United States Navy wrote an article in 
& popular magazine in which he demon­ 
strated that it would require five years 
even to create the plants needed to cast 
the ordnance now used in the leading 
navies of the world. 
His article was an 
em phatic endorsem ent of Mr. Tilden’s 
tim ely letter. 
The Democratic leaders should apply 
themselves to the creation of a navy, to 
the erection of fortifications and to giv­ 
ing the country th.i public buildings, and 
other public conveniences needed in a 
progressive natiun, which only requires 
the adoption of a iberal and comprehen­ 
sive policy to control the affairs of the 
world in a few years. 
W hatever surplus 
which may be shown to exist in the 
national treasury ought not to be wasted 
but ought to be used for the aggrandize­ 
m ent and protection of the rep«blic. 


T ild e n ’» T ru e K eynote*. 
One of th e most sagacious figures in 
the whole range of American affairs was 
tbe late Samuel J. Tilden. 
H e had 
sounded the whole gam ut of our politics; 
and he belonged in the Democratic party 
to that wing of the organization which 
furnished the leaders for all the dom inat­ 
ing factors in our national concerns, and 
which even supplied the Republican 
party with the Chases, Trum bulls an d 
other potential men, who figured during 
tbe Civil W ar. 
As a potent leader of 
New York politice Mr. Tilden never h id 
a superior. 
He is properly classed, with 
equal rank, with Da W itt Clinton, M artin 
Van Buren, Silas W right, W illiam L. 
Marcy, and one or two other New York 
statesmen 
who 
have 
never 
had 
their 
superiors 
in 
the 
history 
of constitutional government. 
No man 
has ever understood the Empire State 
more thoroughly than the Sage of Gram- 
ercy Park. 
At all stages of the political 
history of that State his touch was that of 
a master hand. He was the Chairm an of 
tbe Democratic State Central Committee 
of New York when Horatio Seymour ran 
for President against G rant in 18G8, and 
Horatio received the electoral vote of New 
York. His was the vigorous initiative 
which rescued New York from the wreck 
and ruin of the Tweed-Sweeney-Connolly 
Tammany ré^ime. 
His own porsonal 
triumphs in carrying New York for Gov­ 
ernor first against Gen. John A. Dix and 
secondly for President against Hayes were 
monuments both of his personal popular­ 
ity and of the supremacy of his ideas. In 
connection with Tilden the words personal 
popularity are perhaps a misnomer. His 
was the sort of popularity which Thomas 
Jefferson enjoyed—the popularity rather 
of a man who formulates intelligent and 
reformatory ideas than that of a partizan 
who conciliated people by any force of 
personal magnetism. 
During the later davs of nis life Mr. 
Tilden addreseed to President Cleveland 
a letter in which he outlined a pro­ 
gramme which, if it had been loyally and 
cordially followed up, would have given 
the Democracy an overwhelming victory 
during the late campaign. 
H e pointed 
out the fact that the U nited States, al­ 
though of the first significance in the 
affairs of the world, had unprotected 
coasts 
of 
tremendous 
extent 
and 
a vastly inadequate navy to support 
its 
pretensions. 
He 
dw elt 
upon 
the 
param ount 
necessity of 
rem ­ 
edying 
this state of 
things. 
The 
wisdom of his advice was reinforced by 
the fact th a t a surplus was accumulating 
in the United States Treasury which ad­ 
m itted of oar 
creating fortifications, 
armaments and a navy without any dis- 


T u e vineyardi8ts and fruit-growers of 
the State are beginning to seriously dis­ 
cuss the question of labor supply. Many 
of them think that the exclusion of tbe 
Chinese will render it difficult, if not im­ 
possible, to secure the necessary help to 
gather the grape crop without large ac­ 
cessions of labor from the East. They 
believe that Italians and Portuguese,who 
are very numerous at the East, ought to 
be encouraged to come h ere; and the 
suggestion is also made that the lib­ 
eral 
introduction 
into California of 
colored 
laborers 
from 
the 
South 
would secure 
us 
a 
valuable 
kind 
of 
cheap 
labor. 
Nobody 
believed 
that the exclusion of Chinese could be 
suddenly accomplished without for a 
time disturbing the labor supply in tbiB 
State. 
But this will soon rectify itself. 
I t was tbe fact that the unskilled labor 
field of this State was monopolized by 
Chinese th a t kept white labor from com 
ing here. 
As soon as it is known in the 
Atlantic States th at California requires 
unskilled white labor it will come. 
An 
organized effort to utilize boys in picking 
the grape crop would help the vine- 
yardists through this season. 
There are 
thousands of boys who would be glad to 
earn wages for a few months if they 
knew just where they were wanted. 
This is a subject which the Cham ber of 
Commerce m ight consider with 
ad­ 
vantage.

C h ic a g o , December 29.—Tbe represen­ 
tatives of the various divisions of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
continued their session to-day. It is 
generally believed here th a t there is a 
strong and growing disaffection among 
the Brotherhood of Engineers on western 
roads where the classification system is 
in vogue, and that unless a change is 
soon made in the mileage system a big 
strike will be inaugurated. The classifi­ 
cation system was the cause of tne 
trouble on the Burlington road. 
One of 
the delegates to the present m eeting said 
to a reporter to-day, that the statem ent 
to the effect that the Brotherhood would 
cease giving the 
Burlington 
strikers 
financial assistance after January 1st, is 
absolutely false. 
AFTER THE “ (*” STRIKE HAD BEEN THOR 
0UGI1LY DISCUSSED 
To-day, a special Grievance Committee 
of nine visited the general officers of the 
Burlington road and were closeted for 
half an hour with Vice-President Btone 
and General Manager Ripley. 
After the 
visitors had departed he said : “ The 
gentlemen simply came to ask if it would 
he convenient for us to receive them on 
Monday and hear what they have to say. 
They desire a conference, and simply 
wanted to know if we would give them a 
hearing.” 
“ Did you grant the request?1 
the leporter. 
“ Certainly. 
We can’t refuse to hear 
them . 
That 
does 
not indicate, of 
course, that we have any intention of 
changing our position. Tbey did not tel!

IKF.LAND’8 N H E H IE S . 


P ro fesso r T h om p son D iscu sses th e 
tireeu Isle ’s C o n d itio n . 
P h il a d e l p h ia , December 29.—At this 
m orning’s session of the American Eco­ 
nomic Association 
Professor Thomas 
Elliott, of the Thompson University, 
Pennsylvania, read an exhaustive paper 
on th e condition of the Irish people. H e 
stated that the food products of Ireland 
in a year were sufficient to feed just 
twice the num ber of people that live 
upon th e ieland. 
“ Nearly every vessel." 
the reader said, “ that leaves the coast 
of Ireland ia loaded with good products 
even in famine years. These products 
m ust be exported to pay rents to absentee 
landlords and to pay for everything used 
by the Irish, since there are no product­ 
ive m anufacturing industries in Ireland." 
Estim ates placed the Irish rentals spent 
by absentee landlords at one-third of the 
whole. 
The desire of the Irish peasant 
is to become a landlord himself. 
Lord 
Dufferin tells of one piece of land which 
was let and sub-let eleven times.

T his statem en t h a s revived th e dis­ 
cussion of th e relativ e increase of th e 
w hite and colored races, th e increase of 
th e colored race u n d er th e census of 1880 
heiDg tak en as th e tex t. 
W hen th is subject w as bro u g h t to th e 
atten tio n of H ou. Jo h n T . H enderson, 
C om m issioner of A griculture for Goorgia, 
by th e A tlan ta Constitution, lie said : 
“ T he th e ry b u ilt upon th e census of | 
1880 h as been com pletely u p set by pub­ 
lications from th is office. 
H on. Sam 
B arnett, w ho h as studied th e figures for 
all they w ere w orth, h as show n the 
u tter fallacy of th e claim th a t th e negroes 
are increasing a t th e rate claim ed. 
1 
have th e best of evidence to show th a t 
in G eorgia th e w hite race show s the 
greatest increase, an d th a t th e negroes 
are really falling behind. 
Som e of the 
figures carry w ith them th eir own con­ 
dem nation, 88 is show n in th e ‘Com ­ 
m onw ealth of G eorgia.’ ” 
Those enorm ous estim ates put the 
colored population in one h u n d red years 
hence a t about 200,000,000, i. e ., at four 
tim es th e whole 
p resent population, 
w hite an d colored, of th e U nion. 
They 
consign six or eig h t colored Southern 
States to 120.000,000 of blacks, over­ 
shadow ing 30,000,000 of w hites, if, in­ 
deed, th e w hites d o not q u it th e country. 
B ut is it tru e in fact? 
N ot a t all. 
N either th e country n o r th e South is in 
any such danger. 
A great fabric of de­ 
lusions is based on erro rs in th e census 
of 1870, errors ad m itted in th e census 
ab stract and palpable eno u g h on th eir 
face. B ased on th is false foundation, the 
calculations, such as th ey are, ru n on 
th is w ise: B y th e census of 1870, (as­ 
sum ed to be correct) th e colored popula­ 
tion of th e U nited S tates w as 4,800,000; 
by th a t of 1880, 6,518,372, show ing an 
increase of 1,638,363, or 33 1*2 per cent. 
H ence th e easy calculation. 
On th is basis th e U nited S tates will 
contain one h u n d red years hence m ore 
A fricans th a n A frica h erself. 
T he chil­ 
dren of th e persons now living w ill live 
to see th e e ig h t doom ed States of V ir­ 
ginia, N orth C arolina, S outh C arolina, 
G eorgia, F lorida, A labam a, M ississippi 
an d L ouisiana (in th e y ear 2000) w ith 
278,000,000 of blacks. 
G eorgiu herself, 
in th e year 2000, a t th is rate w ould have 
a colored population of 45,000,000, ex ­ 
ceeding th e p resent population of the 
Union. 
To pass, how ever, from th ese wild 
tlgures an d sensational conclusions, let 
us study th e real d a ta a n d th e probable 
tru th as to th e future increase of th e 
negro race.

th e additions m ade by th e slave trade 
till 1808—and by th e adm ission of F lo r­ 
id a, L ousiana a u d T exas— th e increase 
was 7.61 fold. 
A t th is rate th e num ber 
n inety 
years hen ce, 1970, w ould be 
below 50,000,000 in th e U nion, instead 
of over 100,000,000 in seven States. 
But th e successive retu rn s show a 
d im in ish in g rate of increase, in suc­ 
cessive periods. 
T ake th e rate betw een 
1860 a n d 1880 as a basis, an d th e nu m ­ 
b er 100 years hen ce, in 1980, w ould fall 
sh o rt 45,000,000. 
B u t a careful com pari­ 
son of th e retu rn s show s even th is esti­ 
m ate to b e too high. W e should endeavor 
to get th e ru n of th e census as a basis.

Let us correct the error in the census 
of 1870 and see the general run of the 
recent enum erations: The return of 1860 
showed a colored population of 4,441,830; 
th at of 1880, 6,518,372, m aking an in­ 
crease in twentv years of 46% per cent. 
If the rate of increase was uniform, 
then in ten years it was 21.14 nearly. At 
this rate, the population of 1870 would 
be 5,380,000. 
An increase over that of 
I860 of 938,000; increase from 1870 to 
1880, 1,138,000. 
An allowance needs to be made in 
1850. 
The increm ent between 1840 and 
1850 was affected by 58,000 colored peo- 
p te adm itted into Texas* The 766,000 
increm ent of that decade is therefore re­ 
duced to 707,000 of natural increase. 
Observe now the successive increments 
lor a num ber of successive decades, be­ 
ginning with 1850, expressed in thou­ 
sands: 707; 803 ; 938; 1,138. 
This lookB like a reasonable run. 
But 
as presented in the census of 1870 the 
increm ent for th at decade was but 438, 
And for the next decade 1.638, making

T’h ii is wrong on its face. One decade is 
not much over half of the preceding and 
Tipt much over oue-fourth of the succeed­ 
ing one—an incredible run.

The last line is nearly cor­ 
rect. The period between 1800 and 1820 
shows 70 per cent. This is too much, 
IbiUt the slave trade swelled it somewhat.

Between 1800 and 1820 it was 
70 per cen t.; between 1860 and 1880, 47 
gier cent. 
Observe, once more, the rates for suc­ 
cessive decades, beginning with 1800:

T he m istaken census of 1870 is sur9l 
bad enough, w ithout tb e aid of loose cal 
culations. 
T he prophets of evil estim ate th e col­ 
ored population a s doubling every tw enty 
years after 1880, un til 1980. 
W hy n ot 
pursue th e estim ate a little fu rth er? 
G ive th e calculators rope, an d look tw o 
centuries ah ead , in stead of one. 
It is a 
sh o rt period in th e life of a natio n . 
A t 
th eir incredible rates pursue th e calcula­ 
tion an d see w h at these eig h t States 
w ould th en su pport. 
In th e year 2100 
A. D. we should nave in tne eig h t States 
a population of over eig h t billions of 
colored people. 
In G eorgia alone h er 
teem ing m illions of blacks w ould exceed 
th e present population of th e w ide, wide 
w o rld ! 
W hile tb e slave trad e continued, there 
w as enforced im m igration, an d the Ne­ 
groes introduced, m oreover, w ere nearly 
all a d u lts, of th e prolific age of lil'e. 
T here were few old people or children 
im ported. 
To tak e ten census reports out of th e 
ten a t o u r com m and is very unphilo- 
sophical. 
If we reject eight an d accept 
tw o only, observe th e resu lt. 
In 1870 
th e estim ates w ould have been th e ex act 
reverse of those of 1880. 
T he increase in 
1870 w as less th an 10 per cent.

T he difficulty of 
m aking a living will check increase. 
In 1870 th ere w ere living in th e U nited 
S tates, including G eorgia. 719,125 w hites 
born in G eorgia; in 1880, 933,061— an 
increase of 30 per cent. 
T h e enum era- 
ti«n of th e w hites w as m ore n early cor­ 
rect th a n th at of th e blacks. 
A like 
com parison of th e blacks show s 589,929 
in 1870, an d 780,300 in 1880—un increase 
of 33j.i per cent. 
A llow ing for errors in 
1870, th eir per cent increase would be 
reduced to below th a t of th e w hites. 
T he South—th e 
whole 
country—is 
deeply interested 
in 
th is 
question, 
w hether th e country is to b e A fricanized. 
No S tate has a d eeper in terest in it th an 
G eorgia, th e center of colored popula­ 
tion. 
B ut th ere is no such black o ut­ 
look. 
T h e wild use of statistics raised 
th e a p p reh en sio n s; tb e serious and sober 
use dispels th em . 
W e m ay safely dis­ 
m iss these vain fears as u n w arran ted by 
th e facts. 
T he census of 1870 was u n reliab le, and 
its erro rs aggravated a t th e South by 
peculiar conditions. 
T he w orst errors 
related to th e black population, and 
th ese w ere concentrated on th e southern 
tier of States, especially on South C ar­ 
olina, 
M ississippi 
and 
Louisiana. 
G eorgia herself was th en (in Ju n e, 1870) 
u nder m ilitary rule. 
T he census of 1880, on th e co n trary , 
w as th e best ever tak en — w ith im proved 
m ach in ery and w ith th e utm ost care. 
T his very fact exaggerated th e contrast 
betw een it an d th e n in th census. 
In ste a d of a gloom y view , we th in k the 
future full of hope and prom ise. 
T his 
fine country was not conquered from the 
red m an for th e b la c k ; it will never 
cease to be a w hite m an ’s country, un* 
less all histo ry is false, an d th e superior 
race sh a ll yield to th e inferior. 
O ther 
p rinciples will com e into play w hen an y 
such resu lt is seriously th reaten ed . 
As regards G eorgia in p articu lar, we 
w ould as soon risk h e r to tak e 'c a re of 
herself as an y o th er state or people. She 
h a s before h er a fu tu re of grow th an d 
d evelopm ent, 
of 
largely 
diversified 
in d u stry , increased agricultural diver­ 
sity , u n ited w ith im m ense increase in 
m anufacturing, m ining an d all o th er 
form s of in dustry. 
Coal, iro n , lum ber, 
w ater pow er, cotton, rice, sugar, clim ate, 
soil, h e a lth , all th ese sh e has, an d a 
beautiful country, for a su p erio r race. 
T he tid e will tu rn th is w ay, p robably, in 
a peculiar an d d esirable w ay, n o t so 
m uch by direct im m igration from a broad, 
b u t ra th e r from th e N orth, overflow ing 
th is w ay, a population alread y assim i­ 
lated, a n d in th e second generation 
in d istinguishable from o u r ow n.— 'A lta.

Editor Anna on Style. 
Let tu consider the request of an ap­ 
plicant for literary inform ation: 
8n : Please state who among modern 
authors is considered a master of terse 
and lucid E nglish; also six works of con­ 
temporary interest that would serve for 
models for a student of style. 
J. W. M. 
By oommen consent Cardinal Newman 
is the great living master of a pure, idio­ 
m atic,luminous, elegant English style. 
Mr. M atthew Arnold is also worthy to be 
classed in the same category. Mr. Thack- 
ery wrote a style of inimitable beauty, 
terse, lncid, witty. Nathaniel Hawthorne 
had command of a wonderful vocabulary 
and a moet suggestive and surprising 
style. H e was also of excellent taste anc 
felicity in the construction of his sen­ 
tences. The late Dr. Ripley, so long the 
literary critic of the Tribune, wrote in a 
lull round and informing style. 
Mr. 
Qeorge Bancroft, the historian of the 
United States employs an animated, pic­ 
turesque, original, yet never redundant 
style. A beautiful style, simple, classic, 
unaffected, is that of the great Dr. Chan- 
uing, who ployed so im portant a part in 
this country fifty years ago. His writing 
was replete with a high and unaffectec 
moral sentiment, the very reverse of 
the phariseeism so often 
displayed 
by some modern writers. The noble 
style of John Fiske will repay study, and 
is seen at its best in the "Excursions of 
an Evolutionist.” Andrew Lang is mas­ 
ter of an enviable style, as every one 
will declare who knows his "L etters to 
the Dead.” The style of Henry James 
is snbtle, natural and engaging. 
Robert 
Lewis BtevenBon employs a style that 
Is sometimes uneven, but is often great. 
Among the newspaper writers of oar 
own country and of the present day, per­ 
haps the best style is that of Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor, editor of the Post-Express, of 
Rochester. 
It is terse, lucid, calm, 
S 
jEomentative, and without a trace of 
ort or affectation. The late Dr. tíreely 
was master of a purely American, racy 
and individual style. 
In controversy 
especially he used to let himself out 
with great effect. 
He had wit as well as 
humor. 
One of the most delightful newspaper 
writers we have ever known was the late 
Mr. James F. Shank, of Pennsylvania. 
He had not onJv wit, bat imagination 
and 
feeling 
also. 
Every 
sentence 
babbled over with jollity, and between 
his wit and imagination the balance was 
held even by a high intelligence. 
His 
death was a great loss to the profession 
which he adorned without being known, 
and enriched without leaving a monu­ 
ment. The elder Mr. Bennett had an 
extraordinary style, audacious, witty, 
canning, reckless, full of grim ham or 
that amused even while it destroyed. 
As for the six works of contemporane­ 
ous interest which oar correspondent in­ 
quires for, and which must also be 
models for a student of style, we will 
name the Bible in King Jam es’ version, 
a book of eternal and therefore of con­ 
temporaneous interest; Cardinal New­ 
man’s 
Apologia; 
Matthew 
Arnold’s 
"Literature and Dogma ,” William Ellery 
Channing’s essay on Napoleon Bona­ 
parte: Daniel Webster’s speech in reply 
to Hayne, 
and 
Abraham Lincoln’s 
■peach on the Gettysburg battlefield. We 
do not mention these six productions as 
all comparable in importance, but as 
similar m elevation, grandeur, original­ 
ity and beauty of expression, and as 
alike indispensable to every English- 
writing stndent who wonld seek to culti­ 
vate that last and most delightful perfec­ 
tion of literary art—a chastened, elegant, 
pregnant, fresh, imaginative and fasci 
noting style.— iNew York Sun.

side. 
Dave W alker, the leader of the 
Bald Knobbers, and bis son W illiam, 
also under Bentence to hang, and a 
youug man named Rucer, refused to 
leave, and were found in the cells when 
the discovery was made. 


TH E FOUR BALD KNOBBERS 
Who were sentenced to hang for the 
murder of Charles Green and William 
Edens on March 11th, 1887, were David 
Walker, better known 
in 
Christian 
county as “ Bull Creek Dave,” William 
Wulker, his son, John Matthews and 
Wiley M atthews, his nephews. Non* of 
the condemned have 
reached their 
fiftieth year, and W illiam W alker is not 
yet 19 years of age. The condemned 
were to have been executed on May 
18, 1888, but on appeal to the Supreme 
Court they escaped the gallows tempora­ 
rily. 
Last October the Supreme Court 
affirmed the decision of the Christian 
County Circuit Court and fixed Decem­ 
ber 28th as the day of execution. Tne 


SENSATIONAL TRIAL 
TURNED 
ATTENTION 
To the Bald Knobbers from all quarters 
and the history of the organization has 
been made public. 
Taney county, Mis­ 
souri, is noted as the birthplace of Bald 
Knobbism. 
At aa early day lawless­ 
ness caused the formation of leagues for 
the protection of life and property in this 
wild country. 
Regulators first came 
into prominence when the notorious 
Frank and Tubal Tavlor were lynched 
for the m urder of Dickinson in Forsythe, 
Mo. Christian county, which adjoins 
Taney, first adopted Bald Knobbism in 
1885-86. 
Dave W alker was the first 
leader in it, and the membership soon 
reached between 300 and 400. 


TH E FIRST WORK OF T H E BALD KNOBBER8 
To attract attention was the Chadwick 
raid. A saloon was started there and 
demoralization ensued. After due warn­ 
ing from the Bald Knobbers, which was 
disregarded, 
the Regulators 
entered 
Chadwick aod em ptied the liquors be­ 
longing to the saloon into the streets. 
Later on this was repeated and the traffic 
broken up. There were numerous visits 
by the band on petty offenders, but 
notbiug occurred to attract widespread 
attraction until the Green-Edens’ affair, 
which term inated in the downfall of the 
Bald-Knobbers. 


TH E GREEN-EDENit’ KILLING OCCURRED 
In March, 1887, at a point eight miles 
southeast of Ozark, near Edens’ dwelling. 
John Evans was whipped by the Bald 
Knobbers for m isbehaving in church. 
Old m an'E dens, a friend of Evans, inter­ 
fered and received fonr blows with a 
whip. This so enraged EdeDS that be 
fearlessly condemned the Bald Knobbers 
and on the night of March 10, 1887, a 
baud proceeded to Edens’ residence to 
punish the inm ates. They were met 
with resistance and fired several volleys 
into the house, killing W illiam Edens 
and Charles Green, his brother-in-law, 
and seriously wounding old m an Edens. 
In the melee young W alker was ehot iu 
the leg. This outrage brought about

He does not see yet 
that the Bald Knob Regulators are other 
than champions of the right, who made 
a fatal but unavoidable m istake in the 
Green-EdenB affair. He has asserted con­ 
fidently all along that he would never be 
hanged.

N ew Cases. 
On the 27th of November, 1887, W . H. 
Anderson and 
D. 
W. C. Franklin 
founded the Pacific Shoddy Works, the 
former furnishing the capital and the 
latter the building site and experience. 
It now develops from a complaint filed 
in the Superior Court by the form er,that 
the city of Los Angeles has a claim to the 
lot on which the works are located, that 
Franklin eDjoys such benefits as have 
accrued from the investm ent of the capi­ 
tal, and that the plaintiff has nothing for 
th e $4,000 he invested in the business 
but the experience, and that is why be 
prays for a dissolution of 
the part­ 
nership, for an accounting and for 
the appointm ent of a receiver. 
The 
allegations set forth that the defendant 
represented that he would donate a lot 
on North Trum an street and run the 
business for half the profits. The plain­ 
tiff, believing him responsible, furnished 
the capital, and the works were started, 
but the plaintiff alleges th at he bus since 
discovered th at the city owns the lot and 
th at the defendant merely roped him 
into the partnership for the purpose of 
getting the use of his capital. 
The 
ptaintiff thinks he has been grievously 
defrauded. 
He alleges that the defend­ 
a n t has conducted the business solely to 
his own interests, and appropriated at 
least $300 of the firm’s money to his 
private use, besides allowing $100 worth 
of stock to be damaged by the late 
rains, and threatening personal violence 
to the plaintiff if he undertook to move 
th e works as per order of the city auth­ 
orities. 
L. J. Rose has brought suit against the 
estate of N. R. Vail, deceased, for $4,000 
w ith interest from November 21, 1882. 
Vail, who was then at Total W reck, Ari­ 
zona, claimed to own 37,500 shares of 
stock in the “ 49” mine, and offered to 
sell him one-half of his interest therein 
for $4,000. 
He accepted the proposition 
and forwarded Mr. Vail $4,000 which 
was receipted for by mail, but notw ith­ 
standing the fact that repeated dem ands 
were made for the certificates of stock, 
from that time to within a m onth of Mr. 
V ail’s death, the certificates were never 
delivered. 
The adm inistrator of the 
estate has declined to recognize the 
validity of the claim, which accounts for 
the bringing of the suit. 
O. B. C arter has commenced a fore 
closure suit against Julie S. Mackenzie 
and Jam es 8. McKenzie, on account of 
two promissory notes of $1,500 each, se­ 
cured by a mortgage on lot 20, in the 
B ruD iD g tract, this c ity .

Charles J. H ackett et al., to forclose 
mortgage on lot 17, block 106, Bellevue 
Terrace tract, for the security of a claim 
of $3,000 against H ackett in favor of 
plaintiff.
